Spanning the entire east wall of the 
American Indian Center in the Phillips 
neighborhood is a vibrant 3,300-square- 
foot triptych. To the left and right are 
Votan Henriquez’s serene depictions of 
male and female Native ancestors. Gregg 
Deal is responsible for the center panel, a 
portrait of a young woman with a hopeful 
look. Underneath her is an edict: “Keep 
Tobacco Sacred,” a nod to collaborating 
nonprofit ClearWay Minnesota, which 
advocates against cigarette addiction. In 
between each piece is a message offering 


continuity across history: “The hearts 
of the children to the elders,” and, “The 
hearts of the elders to the children.” 
Native American kids were consulted 
on what they wanted to see the murals 
communicate to their neighborhood. 
Some also helped paint, and one even 
modeled. Completed in 2015, this piece 
has become an iconic example of Min¬ 
neapolis activism through art.

And his latest 
novel, Black Leopard, Red Wolf— the first 
installment in a trilogy he calls an “African 
Game of Thrones”— has been celebrated 
everywhere, including the New Yorker 
and the cover of the New York Times 
Book Review. Though locally James faces 
heated competition from the likes of Louise 
Erdrich and Julie Schumacher, no one’s 
quite lighting up the literary world like 
Minnesota’s maestro of the epic.

Barnhill’s 
expertly woven tales prominently feature 
feisty characters who rebel against con¬ 
vention, and some even defy the laws of 
physics.

Best Live Band 

Gay Witch Abortion

Once you hear the music of Gay Witch 
Abortion, the band name makes twisted 
sense. The Minneapolis duo—singer Jesse 
Bottomley on guitar, Shawn Walker on 
drums—antagonizes the listener, with 
Bottomley’s power-drill riffs and Walker’s 
cacophonous rhythms combining to create 
an all-consuming wall of noise; listen¬ 
ing is the musical equivalent of staring 
directly into the sun. Gay Witch Abor¬ 
tion have been around the Twin Cities 
for more than a decade, and it’s easy to 
take the band for granted, but every time 
they perform they remind us how much 
harder they rock than everyone else. 

Best Album 

Double Negative by Low 

Low’s 12th studio album is the sound of 
the world coming apart at the seams—and 


of the Duluth trio trying to put everything 
back together again. With the help of 
producer BJ Burton, Low reassembled 
sonic fragments into songs that echo the 
delicate fragility of modern life. “Always 
trying to work it out,” Mimi Parker and 
Alan Sparhawk repeatedly sing in har¬ 
mony on one of the album’s many high 
points, suggesting that there aren’t any 
easy answers to the difficult questions 
Low asks.

“Nothing Gets Me High” is so relaxed 
it wouldn’t be surprising to learn that 
Bad Bad Hats were actually high when 
they recorded it.

Sleep Receiver by Cult of Lip 

The psychedelic shoegaze of Cult of 
Lip’s bristling new EP, Sleep Receiver, 
recalls the untamed early days of Sonic 
Youth and Dinosaur Jr. The Minneapolis 
trio has come a long way since forming 
out of the ashes of VATS in 2016, churn¬ 
ing through five songs in just over 16 
minutes and offering a reminder that 
getting lost in loud, heavy rock is the 
kind of timeless pursuit that will never 
go out of style. 

Best Music Compilation 

Dismembered & Unarmed 

After exploring the effects of white 
supremacy on the body in My Grand¬ 
mother’s Hands, Resmaa Menakem sought 
the assistance of veteran MC/activist I 
Self Devine to create a musical companion 
to that 2017 book. The result, featuring 
some of the Twin Cities’ most notable 
and politically committed musicians— 
including Metasota, the Lioness, Brother 
Ali, Jayanthi Kyle, Lady Midnight, Sarah 
White and members of Astralblak—is 
unlike any compilation of Minnesota 
music released before it, notable not 
just for its focus and its intensity, but 
for its deep artistry.

Sasa by Maria Isa 

Maria Isa appears on the cover of her 
2018 album, Sasa, as a ghostly image 
super-imposed three times, in blue, red, 
and yellow, to represent herself and the 
music’s two inspirations: her mother and 
grandmother. She’s dressed in the style of 
Atabey, the fertility goddess of the indig¬ 
enous Taino of the Caribbean, alongside 
an item of traditional bead work by Agnes 
Louis and Luz Maria Gonzalez in the same 
three colors. The singer and MC designed 
the album art herself, and it’s not only visu¬ 
ally striking, but it reinforces the album’s 
themes of cross-generational solidarity 
and drawing strength from your heritage. 

Best Record Label 

Forged Artifacts 

We last named Forged Artifacts our Best 
Record Label in 2013, just a year after 
Matt Linden formed his cassette-centric 
imprint. Since then, our Best Of issue has 
celebrated two of the label’s compila¬ 
tions and countless bands who released 
albums on Forged Artifacts, including this 
year’s Best Rock Band, Scrunchies. But 
the more prominent names on the label 
roster only tell half the story. Forged Arti¬ 
facts released 18 cassettes in 2019, some 
from groups that might be unfamiliar to 


even regular local show-goers, but who 
make the kind of solid, inventive music 
that helps hold a scene together, and is 
worth exploring further. 

Best Song to Have Sex To 

“Booty 3000” by Dizzy Fae 
“You wanna buy me things,” Dizzy Fae 
declares, and if you didn’t to start with, 
you just might after she issues a series of 
moans and whispers. Unlike a lot of “let 
us undress and make sexual congress” 
tunes, this one’s playful, embodying Fae’s 
utter confidence in her ability to change 
someone’s life with a single well-timed 
look. “You think you met your wife,” she 
hisses over a bumpy little beat, setting 
up the chorus: “Play with my booty and 
tug on my hair.” And we’re inclined to 
think this (very) openly queer 20-year- 
old provocateur, who’s opened for Lizzo 
(among others) gets what she wants.

just begun to feel older than his years. 
And whether you’re at the same stage 
of life as Khaliq or just sympathetically 
recalling when you were, that’s a feeling 
that’ll choke the toughest of us up. 

Best Cover Song 

“Beg Your Parton” 
by the Von Tramps 

As the title’s probably tipped you off, this 
isn’t a straight cover of “Jolene,” though 
it starts out that way, with singer Jenna 
Enemy slowly proceeding through a cho¬ 
rus of the Dolly Parton classic, accom¬ 
panied by just an electric guitar and the 
simulated old-timey crackle of a needle 
on vinyl. Then the Minneapolis four-piece 
hits the accelerator and revs up into a 
hardcore chorus of “If you want him, 
you can have him,” with Enemy warn¬ 
ing Dolly Parton’s awe-inspiring man- 
accumulator that the dude is worthless 
and concluding, "I’ll find a better man 
while you take out your trash.” 

Best Earworm 

“Bad Habit” by Your Smith 

Caroline Smith celebrated her self¬ 
rechristening in 2018 as Your Smith with 
a four-song EP highlighted by this title 
track, written in L.A. with the songwrit- 
ingteam Nicky Davey. The verses offer a 
breathy vocal over a soulful backbeat and 
soft-focus keyboards, but what snags your 


memory cells is that way Smith stretches 
out the “a” in that titular “bad” on the 
chorus. Fitting that a song with lyrics 
that reference addiction—to cigarettes, 
to alcohol, to love—should be so hard 
to shake, though compulsive listening 
to Your Smith’s music is one habit you 
shouldn’t try to break. 

Best Hip-Hop Verse 

“Pay Phone” by Muja Messiah 

“The city’s ours/From the titty bars/ 
To the Toys ‘R’ Us/The city’s us,” Muja 
boasts over a soulful Emazin beat, and he’s 
just getting started there. This track was 
recorded as a duo with OG Grip (called— 
what else?—MuOg) and the Minneapolis 
rap veteran, whose skills develop new 
nuances each year, goes on to spit some 
of his most intricate lyrics, switching up 
his flow and tossing in internal rhymes. 
He doesn’t just namecheck Henry Ford, 
drug smuggler Boston George, and ’80s 
R&B singer Al B. Sure!—he somehow 
convinces you their names rhyme. 

Best Rock Band

Scrunchies exploded on the scene with 
some volatile live performances in early 
2018. Then their full-length debut, Stun¬ 
ner, arrived that summer with all the 
force of a damn steamroller. Kitten 
Forever’s Laura Larson assembled an 
indie-rock dream team for Scrunchies, 
with Bree Meyer of Double Grave and 
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Danielle Cusack of Tony Peachka and 
Bruise Violet, and the band’s raw punk 
speaks of the joys and frustrations of a 
touring musician’s life as well as day-to- 
day struggles with mental health.

The six-song EP 
blitzes with pulverizing drums, mad-dog 
riffs, and singer Eric McMahon’s demonic 
vocals, leading to an unquestionable con¬ 
clusion: Buried Above Ground are the new 
heavy metal sovereigns of the Twin Cities. 
In February, we learned that McMahon 
will leave the band, so the future of that 
reign is an open question. But even if Buried 
Above Ground called it quits tomorrow, 
they would certainly be remembered for 
the trail of gore they left behind.

Proper-T, Just Nine, MMYYKK, 
elliott., and Greg Grease serve up elec¬ 
tronic ripples, soulful improvisations, 
spacey beats, and incisive rhymes to 
forge an Afrofuturist groove that rises 
from many strands of black music—funk, 
hip-hop, jazz, and, yes, R&B.

(alongside promoter Jeff Swiff), Bryan 
Gerrard is a model D J resident—mod¬ 
est but substantial, always different but 
always the same. You know the music 
he’ll play will be soulful, but that can 
mean it samples “No Diggity” as easily 
as it flaunts its disco roots. Maybe he’s 
played a bad set somewhere, but we 
haven’t encountered one yet.

But this 
wasn’t just a reunion show: Sweet JAP 
were also celebrating the release of a 
new album, a collection of rarities and 
unreleased songs called Be My Venus. 
For one night, at least, it was like 2004 
all over again. 

Best Music Controversy 

Humans Win! Studio bought 
By BJ Burton 

It’d typically be cause for celebration that 
a noteworthy producer like BJ Burton, 
known for his work with Bon Iver and 
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Low, had decided to open a recording 
studio in northeast Minneapolis. But 
Burton’s arrival pushed out Humans 
Win! studio operator Lance Conrad, 
who spent the last 10 years recording 
local and national acts in the same space. 
Conrad had invested time, money, and 
energy into the studio, expecting to buy 
it from the building’s owners. But they 
instead sold to Burton, leaving Conrad 
to find a new home for his production 
company and hanging a dark cloud over 
Burton’s arrival. 

Best Musical Act of Protest 

Lizzo’s flute clapback 
Who would’ve guessed Lizzo’s first 
real controversy would come about 
because of... the flute? And yet there 
we were, in late 2018, with some online 
rando accusing the Houston/Detroit/ 
Minneapolis R&B/hip-hop goddess of 
faking her ability to blow some tunes 
on a metal pipe. Lizzo shut this down 
with a tweeted video of her clearly 
manipulating the instrument to make 
high-pitched sounds. We don’t know 
what the accusation she’d faked it says 
about the internet (nothing good), but 
we’re positive Lizzo can play both the 
flute and her haters for laughs. 

Best Selling Out 

Capital One uses Prince’s 
“Let’s Go Crazy” in a commercial 

Any hope that the Prince estate would 
treat the Purple One’s legacy with care 
and respect went out the window in 
September, when we first heard “Let’s 
Go Crazy” in the Capital One ad that 
premiered during the Emmys. But this 
moment also galvanized fans in their 
collective outrage, so we turned up 
Prince’s music to drown out this cash- 
grab, knowing that there was no way 
that weak commercial was ever going 
to tarnish these songs that help us get 
through this thing called life. 

Best Music Video Director 

Endlessvisiion 

Dylan Niemela is a tireless hustler. As 
Endlessvisiion, the photographer/vid- 
eographer has put out almost a hundred 
local music videos in the past two years, 
earning a fierce reputation in the hip- 
hop community. Endlessvisiion’s work 
is immediately recognizable for its deep 
saturation and aggressive cuts, attributes 
that have helped locals like Bobby Raps, 
Baby Shel, and Metasota level up to big- 
industry threats. His videos don’t need a 


plot—once Niemela squares his lens on 
you, the audience isn’t gonna be able to 
look away. 

Best Music Video 

“Monsters” by Tony Bones 
and Big Wiz ft. JellyRoll 
Though Mercies May established himself 
as the Twin Cities’ premier music video 
director back in 2017, his master stroke 
didn’t come until last year. “Monsters” 
opens with a verse from JellyRoll, and 
May took inspiration the Nashville scum- 
rapper’s Gremlins reference and spun 
out a miniature horror film. What starts 
as a celebratory evening at the strip club 
quickly turns into a frightfest, something 
like a From Dusk till Dawn sequel directed 
by David Cronenberg. Ryan Schaddelee 
whips up Hollywood-quality special 
effects as Bones and Wiz beast up their 
respective turns on the mic.

St. Thomas Football 
Minnesota’s best football team doesn’t 
play in downtown Minneapolis. Its home 
is across the river on Cretin Avenue 
in St. Paul. That’s where you’ll find 
O’Shaughnessy Stadium, home to the 
St. Thomas Tommies, arguably the state’s 
most dominant team in any sport. Over 
the past decade, the Tommies have gone 
a stunning 110-17. They’ve been ranked 
in the top five nationally in nine of the 
past 10 years. Though most Twin Cit¬ 
ies sports fans may be unaware of this 
dynasty, hardcore football fans certainly 
aren’t. When St. Thomas played rival 
St. John’s at Target Field two years ago, 
37,000 people showed up, doubling the 
previous Division III attendance record.

Boudreau’s nonetheless made them 
a contender every year. Though fans may 
lament their habit of first-round-and-out 
playoff performances, he’s consistently 
managed to keep the Wild playing at a 
level above the team’s native talent. It’s 
a testament to the red-faced man behind 
the bench who, despite an aging roster 
with little firepower, continues to create 
a competitive team while sell-out crowds 
remain the norm.

Maya Moore, the G.O.A.T.-caliber Lynx 
forward who still won’t turn 30 until June, 
shocked the WNBA when she abruptly 
announced she would be taking the 2019 
season away from the game for family 
and faith reasons. But the former league 
MVP—and four-time WNBA champion 
as a member of the Lynx—had a preced¬ 
ing season full of even more milestones. 
She was an All-Star selection for the fifth 
time and went on to win that game’s MVP 
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award. She appeared on the cover of Slam 
magazine, the first woman to do so since 
Chamique Holdsclaw in 1998. And the list 
of achievements goes on. Basketball culture 
in Minnesota—among the most vibrant 
in the nation right now—will miss her for 
the time being, but that only means her 
eventual return will be that much more 
exciting.

Best Timberwolves Player 

Karl-Anthony Towns 

The Wolves’ 2018-19 season was turbulent, 
from the midseason trade of Jimmy Butler 
to the Philadelphia 76ers, to the firing of 
coach Tom Thibodeau, to the team’s abys¬ 
mal road record; they ultimately failed to 
follow up last season’s playoff bid with a 
second consecutive run to the postseason. 
More exciting was former league MVP 
Derrick Rose’s resurgence in his first full 
season with Minnesota, but Karl-Anthony 
Towns was even better. The 7-foot cen¬ 
ter continues to grow into the potential 
the Wolves saw when they made him the 
NBA’s top overall draft pick in 2015. While 


earning his second consecutive All-Star 
Game appearance, KAT posted some of 
the biggest stat lines in the league game 
after game, including one seven-outing 
stretch from late February to early March 
when he averaged 35.1 points and 14.1 
rebounds per night.

Best Twins Player 

Eddie Rosario 

They’re a frustrating team, these Min¬ 
nesota Twins. Ever since they moved to 
Target Field in 2010, they’ve offered brief 
glimmers of hope, only to be dashed by 
deep dives into mediocrity. One of the few 
bright spots has been Eddie Rosario. While 
more-touted prospects like Miguel Sano 
and Byron Buxton have become intimate 
with floundering, Rosario has blown past 
expectations to become the Twins’ most 
consistent hitter. He has 51 homers over 
the past two seasons. He’s also hitting 
for average and power in the gaps, and 
playing a solid left field. Though being 
the best player on the Twins feels like an 
honor requiring more than a few asterisks, 


Rosario is a start in getting the faithful 
to show up at Target Field this summer.

Best Vikings Player 

Adam Thielen 

There’s no better rags-to-riches tale in 
Minnesota sports. The kid from Detroit 
Lakes goes undrafted out of Minnesota 
State, then makes the Vikings as a practice 
squad scrub. Through hard work and sheer 
force of will, he becomes one of the best 
receivers in the NFL. This is the story of 
Adam Thielen. Yet hometown-boy-made- 
good is only part of the tale. Thielen also 
sets the gold standard for the working 
life at any job. He runs exquisite routes, 
the kind only perfected through relent¬ 
less practice and attention to detail. And 
he’s arguably developed the best hands 
in the game, allowing him to overcome 
the lack of lights-out speed or 6-foot-5 
frame preferred by general managers. Yes, 
Thielen is Minnesota’s feel-good story. 
But the best part is that he earned every 
last bit of it.

Matt Dumba 

Choosing the best Wild player is a bit like 
selecting the finest diamond at a discount 
jeweler. None of them are exceptional, 
though plenty fall in the range of “pretty 
nice.”

When 
he first came to Minnesota six years ago, 
he was prone to surges of brilliance with 
matching splashes of boneheaded reckless¬ 
ness. But Dumba has steadily improved in 
his own zone, and his slapshot is becom¬ 
ing one of the scariest in the league. On a 
team whose trajectory is decidedly headed 
in the wrong direction, Dumba offers a 
dash of excitement—and the best bet to 
maintain joy in St. Paul.

Best College Athlete 

Kenisha Bell 

After a standout freshman season at 
Marquette, Minneapolis native and 
Bloomington Kennedy High School alum 
Kenisha Bell played the last three years 
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of her collegiate basketball career for 
the Golden Gophers, the guard’s senior 
campaign coming under new coach and 
ex-Gopher/Lynx hero Lindsay Whalen. 
Despite a 21-11 record and spending 
some of December and January ranked 
as high as 12th in the country, the team 
did not make the NCAA Tournament 
come March. Bell continued to shine 
all year, though, averaging 19.1 points 
a game, good enough for third-best in 
the Big Ten Conference. Bonus: She 
was just drafted by the Lynx! 

Best Sports Talk Radio 
Personality 

Carl Gerbschmidt 

Gerby is shrouded in mystery. Here’s 
what we know: Every Friday during 
football season, his slurred and squealy 
voice can be heard boosting the Green 
Bay Packers with a conviction that’s 
rivaled only by his hatred for the Vikings. 
Listeners to Dan Barreiro’s KFAN pro¬ 
gram have a love/hate relationship with 
the chop-busting resident of Elk Mound, 
Wisconsin, and constantly speculate 
about whether he’s real or a character. 
No matter who Carl Gerbschmidt is, 
the lovably prickly Packer-backer fills 
a genius role: The heel to exasperated 
Vikings fans who’ve never sniffed a Super 
Bowl, as Gerby endlessly points out. 

Best Sports Fan 

Bruce McGuire 

In February 2018, Bruce McGuire pub¬ 
lished a post to his Du Nord soccer blog: 
“Taking a mental break,” it read. He’d 
earned it. McGuire obsessively tracked 
and analyzed soccer—local, national, 
global, you name it—for 13 years. He 
still does on Twitter under the @dunord 
handle, which recently depicted the large, 
unmistakably bearded fan taking in a 
sneak peek of Minnesota United’s Allianz 
Field in St. Paul. Expect Bruce to be a 
fixture there, so long as matches don’t 
clash with the American national team. 
If you see Bruce, strike up a chat. He’s 
forgotten more about soccer than most 
coaches have ever known. 

Best Sports Highlight 

Jimmy Butler Trade 

You know it’s been a tough year for Min¬ 
nesota sports when a player being traded 
stands out as the one clear highlight. 
Jimmy Butler had clearly worn out his 
welcome with the Timberwolves, cre¬ 
ating dissension among his teammates 
by demanding to be traded during the 


offseason, plus saying inflammatory 
things about the organization and his 
teammates. Adding to the frustration, 
this current Wolves team was building 
something promising, qualifying for the 
playoffs last season for the first time in 
14 years. But Butler couldn’t handle the 
fact that this was clearly Karl-Anthony 
Towns’ squad, so he refused to work 
toward a resolution. After shipping 
Butler off to the Philadelphia 76ers in 
November, the Wolves fell back into 
their losing ways. But the trade (and 
subsequent firing of head coach/team 
president Tom Thibodeau) will hopefully 
be beneficial in the long run. 

Best Sportswriter 

Courtney Cronin 

Let’s address the obvious: Cronin is a 
woman covering an exclusively male 
sport, and her peers are almost entirely 
men. That’s remarkable for demographic 
reasons, but any qualifier of “she holds her 
own!” would be some seriously patronizing 
bullshit. Cronin simply happens to be one 
of the best Vikings reporters out there. 
At ESPN since mid-2017, she’s aggres¬ 
sively pounded the beat, churning out a 
voluminous stream of deeply reported, 
insight-laden, no-B.S. Vikes coverage. Look 
no further than her oral history of Min¬ 
nesota’s own Adam Thielen (see also: Best 
Viking) from last October for evidence of 
how thoroughly Cronin owns her trade. 

Best TV Sportscaster 

Marney Gellner 

Gellner made history earlier this year, 
becoming the first woman to call play- 
by-play Twins games during Spring 
Training in Fort Meyers, Florida. Is it 
ridiculous that she’s been sequestered to 
exhibition matches? Without question, 
but it’s still an agonizing lurch toward 
progress. And good lord, Gellner brings 
the goods—sharp, quick, deeply informed, 
funny. “I honestly don’t look at myself as 
a female broadcaster,” the North Dakota 
native told WCCO. “I just consider myself 
a broadcaster.” Here’s hoping the Fox 
Sports North sideline reporter for the 
Twins, Wolves, and Lynx steals the spot¬ 
light more and more.

The Minnehaha 
Bunny isn’t glitzy or challenging—it’s 
just a big-ass bunny that reliably brings 
smiles to passersby. 


Best Construction Project 

I-35W 

Most Minneapolitans consider the mas¬ 
sive, multi-year re-build of 1-35W to be a 
massive, multi-year headache. They are 
wrong. Optimistic motorists recognize the 
opportunities afforded by avoiding that 
construction-choked interstate; namely, 
the freedom to rediscover south Minne¬ 
apolis.

Major qualification: This award only 
applies to when the lot is transformed 
into a shuttle hub for the Minnesota State 
Fair. During those halcyon weeks, the 
exorbitant rates applied to parking for 
Gopher games are snuffed out, render¬ 
ing the sprawling, stadium-adjacent lots 
egalitarian launching points for the Great 
Minnesota Get-Together. There are sev¬ 
eral shuttle lots scattered around the 
city, sure, but the anticipatory buzz of 
gathering around The Bank pre-fair lends 
this space a nostalgic glow throughout 
the year. Plus, oh baby, is that asphalt 
ever smooth.

She broke up with 
me for looking and for 
judging her. I feel like 
she lied, and she thinks 
it was none of my busi¬ 
ness. We’ve been broken 
up for five months. She’s 
reached out, but I can’t 
get over my anger or disgust that she was 
someone’s mistress. Am I a bad person? 

STILL ANGRY AND DISGUSTED 


Yup. Almost everyone has done some¬ 
thing and/or someone they regret doing— 
although it’s possible your ex-girlfriend 
doesn’t regret fucking her married boss 
for three years, and it’s possible there’s 
no need for regret. 

Sometimes people have affairs for all 
the right reasons. Sometimes abandoning 
a spouse and/or breaking up a home with 
kids in it—aka “doing the right thing” and 
divorcing—is the worse choice. Life is 
long and complicated, and it’s possible 
for a person to demonstrate loyalty and 
commitment with something other than 
their genitals. Sometimes people do what 
they must to stay married and stay sane, 
and their affair partners are doing good 
by being “bad.” 

It’s also possible—and perhaps likelier— 
that your ex-girlfriend made an impul¬ 
sive, shitty, selfish choice to fuck someone 
else’s husband. It’s possible he’s a serial 
philanderer, a cheating piece of shit, and 
then, after fucking him that one time, your 
girlfriend felt pressured to keep fucking 
him and wound up having a years-long 
affair with her married boss. And then, 
when it was all over, she stuffed it down 
the memory hole because she wasn’t proud 
of it and wanted to forget it. 

It’s also possible she didn’t tell you 
about this relationship when you asked 
because she intuited—correctly, as it 
turned out—that you are, in your own 
words, a bad person—i.e., the kind of guy 


who would punish his girlfriend for hav¬ 
ing a sexual history, for making her fair 
share of mistakes, and for deciding to keep 
some things private. (Not secret. Private.) 

In other words, she cor¬ 
rectly intuited that you 
would punish her for 
being human. 

Finding out about a 
past boyfriend doesn’t 
give you the right to 
invade your partner’s 
privacy and dig through 
their ancient emails. Your 
girlfriend was right to 
break up with you for 
snooping through her 
emails and judging her 
so harshly. And she didn’t 
even lie to you, dude! Her 
boss clearly wasn’t “the right guy,” see¬ 
ing as he was married and her boss, and 
the relationship ended before you two 
even first laid thighs on each other nine 
years ago. 

From where I’m sitting, it looks like 
she still hasn’t met the right guy. 

To be perfectly frank, I don’t want to 
help you get over your anger and disgust— 
not that you asked me to help you get past 
those feelings. It kind of sounds like you 
want your anger and disgust affirmed... 
and I’m going to go with that and affirm

the shit out of those feelings: Stay angry! 
Stay disgusted! Not because those feel¬ 
ing are valid—they’re not—but because 
those feelings prevented you from taking 
your ex back when she reached out. She 
may not know it yet, but she’s better off 
without you, and here’s hoping you stay 
angry and disgusted long enough for her 
to realize it.
